THE “UNRELENTING SPIRIT” 


The Prime Minister began with a 
defence of the Cairo spokesman, saying 
that if anybody had based their hopes 
on what he had said they would not 
have been misled. There had been 
hopes of a quick decision, but these 
had not been realised. Although they 
had a Jarge army in the Middle East, 
they had never been able to apply in 
their desert defence infantry forces 
which were numerically equal to those 
which the enemy had gradually accumu- 
lated on the coast,

BRITISH GENERALS 


Announcing the retirement of General 
Cunningham, the Premier said: “He 
has rendered brilliant service in Abys- 
sinia, and is also responsible for the 
planning and organisation of the pre- 
sent offensive in Libya, which began 
with surprise and success, and which 
has now definitely turned the corner. 
He has since been reported by the 
medical authorities to be suffering from 
serious Overstrain and has been granted 
sick leave. Since November 26 the 
British Eighth Army has been com- 
manded with great vigour and skill by 
General Ritchie, but during nearly the 


whole time General Auchinleck has been 


at the battle headquarters. I have 
felt my confidence in General Auchin- 
leck_ grow continually, and I believe 
we have found in him—as we have also 
found in General Wavell—a military 
figure of the first order. 

‘Those who fight the Germans fight 
a stubborn and resourceful foe—a foe 
in every way worthy of the doom pre- 
pared for him.

HERR HITLER’S 
SPEECH 


ERR HITLER said: — ‘‘ We 
H had always endeavoured to 
prevent a breach with the 
United States, but now Italy and 
Germany are forced in loyal fulfilment 
of their obligations under the Tripar- 
tite agreement to associate themselves 
with the struggle of Japan against 
America and England, An agreement 
has been made by the three countries 
concerned. It is as follows :— 

‘In their unshakeable determination 

not to lay down arms until the common 
war against the United States of 
America and Britain has been brought 
to a successful conclusion, the German 
Government, the Italian Government 
and the Japanese Government have 
agreed upon the following provisions : 
‘Germany, Italy and Japan jointly and 
with every means at their disposal 
shall proceed with the war forced upon 
them by the United States of America 
and Britain until victory is achieved. 
Germany, Italy and Japan undertake 
not to conclude an armistice or peace 
with the United States of America or. 
Britain except in complete mutual 
agreement. 
Herr Hitler began his speech to the 
Reichstag with a historical review, but 
devoted a large portion of his time to 
an attack on President Roosevelt. 

He said that he had in his hand per- 
fect proof that the United States 
planned to attack Germany in 1943. 
The President began a campaign against 
Germany in 1937. He had made an 
understanding between Germany and 
Poland impossible, and was alone re- 
sponsible ag the outbreak of war in 
September, 1939. 


ROOSEVELT’S NOTE 


“Under various pretexts Roosevelt 

has tried to create conflicts everywhere, 

to deepen existing conflicts, and to pre- 

vent the peaceful settlement of exist- 

ing conflicts. For years he wished that 

there might arise in Europe a conflict 

in which, by taking sides, he might 

engage American industry. From 1967 

onwards he took all the opportunities 

which he could possibly seize to act 

against the Reich. In 1939 he went on | 
with his work of hatred and war-mon- 

gering.”’ President Roosevelt's 6 — 

to him and to the Duce in April, 1939, 

was ‘‘a mixture of arrogance and 

ignorance of geographical conditions. 

en I had given President Roosevelt 

a very polite but firm answer he ceased 

to talk for a time, but instead Mrs. 

Roosevelt began a campaign. She and 

her son refused to live in a world as 

we National Socialists understand it. 

That is quite easy to understand, be- 

cause our world is a world of work, 

and not.a world of falsehood.”’ | 
Herr Hitler then described President 

Roosevelt's “various acts of interfer- 

ence in European affairs” until No- 

vember, 1940, when he lent 50 

destroyers to England. ‘‘ It is not quite 

certain whether it was hate or the 

desire to take over the British Empire 
which was the primary driving force of ' 
this act.”

THE DECLARATION 


Herr von Ribbentrop handed the 
U.S. Chargé d’Affaires in Berlin a 
Note setting forth that a state of war 
existed between the U.S. and Germany. 
The German declaration was taken to 
the State Department in Washington 
by the German Chargé d’Affaires. 

The Note asserts that U.S. Naval 
vessels, “ since early in September, 
1941, have systematically attacked 
German Naval forces.’’ It states that 
on October 11 President Roosevelt 
publicly declared that he had 
‘‘ordered the Navy and Air Force to 
shoot on sight any German war 
vessel,” adding that Colonel Knox 
‘* himself confirmed that United 
States destroyers had attacked 
German submarines,’”’ and that ‘‘ Naval 
forces of the United States, under 
orders from the Government, and 
contrary to international law, had 
treated and seized German merchant 
vessels on the high seas as enemy 
ships.’’— (Reuter. ) 

Italy formally notified Washington 
that from to-day she considers herself 
at war with the United States. The 
notification was made to the American 
Chargé d’ Affaires in Rome by Count 
Ciano. In Washington Prince Colonna, 
the Italian-Ambassador, handed a note 
to the State Department stating that 
Italy, was at War with the United 
States.— (Reuter. )

WASHINGTON, Thursday. — The 
Secretary of War (Mr. Stimson) has 
announced the sinking of the 29,000-ton 
Japanese battleship Haruna by the 
Army Air Force near the - Philip- 
pines. Later the Navy Department 
announced that a Japanese cruiser and 
a destroyer had been sunk off Wake 
Island by the Navy. Mr. Stimson 
‘said that determined resistance by 
American forces had confined the Japa- 
nese landings in Luzon to the vicinity 
of Aparri, at the extreme northern tip 
of-the island. There are, however, re- 
ports from Manila that Japanese para- 
chutists landed near Vigan, in Eastern 
Luzon. 

There were continued attacks by 
Japanese aircraft in the vicinity of 
Manila yesterday, Mr. Stimson said. 
American losses in ’planes in the attack 


were already being replaced. A flight 
of Army bombers di cu at Hawaii 
during the Mr, Yes attack. The first 
of these was shot down, but the crews 
of the remaining bombers brought 
their ’planes to various air fields and 
only two ‘planes suffered any damage. 
Speaking of the attack on Hawaii, 
Mr. Stimson said that the War Depart- 
ment itself had not as yet a complete 
report, but that this was no time for 
recriminations, or accusations or blame. 
The Army, he added, was engaged in 
strengthening we defences everywhere— 
“in Hawaii and everywhere else,’’~

TOKYO CLAIMS 


TOKYO, Thursday.—An official com- 
muniqué from the Army Section of 
Japanese Imperial Headquarters to- 
day stated: ‘‘Since the outbreak of 
war the Japanese Army Air Force has 
shot down or destroyed on the ground 
a total of 86 enemy ‘planes in the 
Malaya district. A total of 30 
*planes, including six Blenheim medium 
bombers and five Buffalo ’planes, were 
shot down in the air, and 19 Blenheim 
medium bombers were destroyed on 
the ground.”’ 

Japan and Thailand have concluded 
an offensive and defensive alliance, the 
Japanese Information Board announces. 
A Bangkok despatch to the Domei 
Agency states that the alliance was 
signed to-day by the Japanese Am- 
bassador and the Thai Prime Minister, 
—(Reuter.} 

The Finance Ministry announces 
that as from to-morrow “freezing 
regulations will be extended to Peru, 
Brazil, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Cuba and the 
Dominican Republic as a counter-stroke 
to their hostile action against Japan.”’

MALAYA FIGHTING 


SINGAPORE, Thursday.—A com- 
muniqué issued here to-day stated : 
“The heavy scale of the air attacks 
on northern aerodromes has rendered 
a number of them temporarily unser- 
viceable There is no report of further 
attempts to land in the Kuantan area, 
nor were enemy ships seen in that direc- 
tion by air reconnaissance during yes- 
terday. With the attack on the Philip- 
ine Islands reported from G.H.Q., 

.8. Forces, in Manila yesterday after- 
noon, it seems clear that the Japanese 
are dividing their main effort between 
Manila and Northern Luzon. Apart 
from this, Japanese mobile air and sea 
forces are probably still engaged in 
raiding operations in the wide spaces 
of the Pacific. 

There has been little to report about 
the fighting in Northern Malaya during 
the past twenty-four hours, states an 
official communiqué to-night. In the 
Kedah area our troops are in contact 
with the enemy near the frontier of 
Thailand, where local patrol encounters 
took place. In the Kuantan area—on 
the east coast of Malay, about 150 
miles north of Singapore—our troops 
still hold their original front. Penang 
was heavily bombed this morning. *

NEW YORK, Thursday — Domei 
wireless heard here, said Imperial 
Headquarters, had announced that 45 
enemy “planes were shot down and 36 
destroyed on the ground in a massed 
assault on Manila Bay. One destroyer and 
one submarine were sunk, while one 
transport was heavily damaged, it was 
claimed, and three Japanese ‘plancs 
were missing, while two others dived 
head-long into the enemy’s position. 

Another Japanese claim was that 
during an attack on the Cavite naval 
base, in Manila Bay, Japanese ‘planes 
exploded an arsenal, causing wide- 
spread fires. They heavily damaged 
the Nichols Field. 

It was also claimed that two British 
gun-boats were immobilised by direct 
bomb hits yesterday off Hong sa 

German radio guoted a report, írom 
the Japanese Headquarters that none 
of the pilots of the long-range torpedo- 
carrying aircraft which raided Hono- 
lulu was expected to return.—(A.P.) 


GUAM OCCUPIED 


NEW YORK, Thursday—A Japanese 
Army communiqué broadcast by Tokyo 
wireless to-day said that Japanese 
landing forces had occupied the capital 
of Guam _ Island, — capturin 550 
Americans, including Captain G. 
McMillin, the Governor, and other 
officers. It was claimed that the 
Japanese suffered no losses and had 
freed 25 Japanese who had been in.

U.S. ENVOY LEAVING 


FRANCE? 


BERLIN, Thursday. — After an 
announcement by Vichy radio that 
Admiral Leahy, the United States 
Ambassador, had called on Marshal 
Pétain and Admiral Darlan to-day, 
the German News Agency in Berlin 
said to-night that he had actually 
“‘taken leave ” of them.’’— (Reuter. ) 

WASHINGTON, Thursday. — The 
United States is studying plans for 
broadening selective service, to register 
and classify all able-bodied men and 
women in the nation for military and 
civilian defence. 


CHINA AND JAPAN 


LONDON, Thursday.—According to 
an official Chungking _ telegram, 
‘* Japan’s national policy has always 
aimed at the domination of Asia and 
the mastery of the Pacific.’’ Condemn- 
ing Japan's attacks on America and 
Britain, China’s declaration states: 
“This latest act of aggression lays 
bare Japan’s insatiable ambition and 
has created a situation which no nation 
that believes in international good 
faith and human decency can tolerate.’’ 
Germany, Italy and Japan had banded 
themselves into a bloc of aggressor 
States to carry out a programme of 
world conquest and domination.— 
(Reuter. ) 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN 


M. LITVINOV ON “A 
COMMON CAUSE” 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. — M. 
Litvinov the Soviet Ambassador, said 
to-day that Russia was fighting side 
by side with the United States in aid 
of the common cause. He said that he 
could not define his Government’s atti- 
tude to the American-Japanese war or 
say what action, if any, the Soviet 
Government might take against the 
J , This, he said, remained to 
be seen, and so far Japan had taken 
no action and Russia had taken no 
action. M. Litvinov described Hitlerite 
Germany as a common cause against 
which the forces of America and Russia 
were now joined. In the United States 
declaration of war on the Axis he 
said: “We have a common cause—a 
common fight.”’

Tre story of the destruction 

of the battleships Prince of 
Wales and Repulse was told 
yesterday, at Singapore, by sur- 
vivors, who also paid glowing 
tribute to the rescue operations 
which, carried out by surface 
craft and aeroplanes, saved two- 
thirds of the two ships’ com- 
plements, says a Reuter tele- 


gram. 


Aeroplanes spotted the lifeboats, 
whose occupants signalled their posi- 
tions. The ‘planes then directed surface 
craft to the rescue. Japanese ‘planes 
were overhead throughout the opera- 
tions, but, according to reports, they 
refrained from hampering the rescue 
either by bombing or machine-gunning. 


ADMIRAL’S SIGNAL 


Apparently the attack against the 
Basel was made by aircrait ying -at 
a great height—about 17,000 feet. Lhey 
secured first a direct hit amidship, 
which crippled the Repulse’s aircraft 
and a considerable part of her 
mechanism. Other bombs scored direct 
hits from a similar height, but, despite 
the confusion and disorganisation, the 
British ers kept on firing until the 
last minute, thus helping to account 
for at least seven Japanese ‘planes. — 

A survivor from the Repulse said 
that as the Fleet headed north off the 
east coast of Malaya Admiral Sir Tom 
Phillips signalled from the Prince of 
Wales: “We are looking out for 
trouble—no doubt we shall find it. We 
hope to surprise enemy transports 
to-morrow and expect to meet the 
Japanese battleship Kongo. I am sure 
everybody will give a good account of 
himself.” As darkness approached, a 
Japanese reconnaissance ‘plane was 
sighted. The fleet changed course 
during the night. 


HIGH FLYING ’PLANES 


“Action stations” was sounded at 
11 o’clock next morning (local time), 
when a formation of eight Japanese 
‘planes was sighted at about 15,000 
feet. Their bombs straddled both the 
Prince of Wales and the Repulse, both 
ships being hit. One bomb pierced 
the Repulse’s aircraft hangar and 
penetrated to the marines’ mess deck, 
starting a fire, which the crew fought 
until the ship sank. Both warships 
cpened up a tremendous anti-aircraft 
barrage when Japanese torpedo ‘planes 
launched torpedoes in their path. The 
Repulse managed to avoid them, but 
a torpedo hit the Prince of Wales, 
damaging her stern and putting the 
rear armament out of action. 


END OF REPULSE 


The Prince of Wales signalled the 
Repulse asking if she was hit. The 
Repulse replied: ‘‘ Have avoided 19 
torpedoes till now, thanks to Provi- 
dence.’ The Japanese staged a second 
high-bombing attack, which scored a 
few near misses. The final attack came 
from ‘planes roaring down from all 
directions. The Repulse was hit on 
the bow, and then on the port side and 
stern. Our guns brought down two 
Japanese ‘planes, which plunged into 
the sea 150 yards —. Convulsively 
shuddering, the Repulse started set- 
tlin price « The captain ordered all 
hands to abandon ship. The Repulse 
turned on her beam ends. Men ran 
down steeply sloping decks and jumped 
into the water, which was thickly over- 
laid with oil. 

It was impossible to launch boats, 
and men cling to the wreckage and 
floats or drifted in lifebelts. . 

A few miles away the Prince of 
Wales belched great clouds of smoke 
from amidships. She took a long time 
to sink, but eventually turned turtle,

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Armageddon 
The wheel of war has come full-circle at 
last.. Yesterday Herr Hitler in Berlin, 


that Germany and Italy were at war with 
the United States of America. Herr 
Hitler informed his audience in the 
Sportspalast that the two “ Axis’’ Powers 
were forced, in loyal fulfilment of their 
obligations under the Tripartite Pact, to 
associate themselves with Japan in her 


Signor Mussolini went so far as to declare 
that Italy regarded it as a privilege to 


Hitler devoted a substantial part of his 
ninety minutes’ speech to a vigorous 
attack on President Roosevelt. The 
American President, he declared, had 
been “solely responsible’’ for the out- 
break of war in 1930—surely something 
must have happened to Mr. Churchill— 
and the German Government had “' perfect 
proof’’ that the United States had planned 
to attack Germany in 1943, Field-Marshal 
Goering also spoke in the Sportspalast, 
announcing, inter alia, that the war had 
resolved itself into a struggle between two 
worlds—a world of creation, consisting of 
Germany, Italy, and Japan, and a world 
of decay, consisting of Great Britain, 
Russia, and the United States. Be that as 
it may, the fact is that the world war has 
become a grim reality, and that the 
United States has become a fully-fledged 
belligerent. American intervention pro- 
bably was inevitable in any case. For 
some time past the United States has been 
in a position of what Signor Mussolini 
once described as ‘‘ pre-belligerency ”; 
but, for a variety of reasons, President 
Roosevelt was loth to ask Congress to 
declare war. As a result of Japan's 
sudden attack, followed by the action vf 
Germany and Italy, the question no 
longer arises. The people of the United 
States, willy-nilly, have been forced into 
the war, and the unanimity of yesterday’s 
voting in Congress proves that they have 
been united as they never were united 
before. 

Twenty-four years ago the United States 
entered the war against Germany ; but on 
that occasion it was President Wilson who 
took the initiative, and there was a sub- 
stantial and influential minority in the 
country that would have preferred io 
remain aloof from the conflict. Up to 
this week the isolationist group, with its 
many powerful adherents, was whole- 
heartedly opposed to American inter- 
vention; but now there is no differ- 
ence of opinion. Japan’s lightning 
attack, while» negotiations were in 
progress in Washington, angered the 
isolationists just as much as it angered 
President Roosevelt’s staunchest sup- 
porters.. The declaration of war by 
Germany and Italy has removed the last 
shadow of American dissension, and a 
united nation of 130,000,000 people has 
become an active enemy of the “ Axis” 
group. The effect of this rapid change 
in the general war situation will be incal- 
culable. From the purely British stand- 
point, it probably will not make much 
difference, unless, indeed, the American 
Government at some later stage should 
decide to send an expeditionary force to 
Europe. Actually, it even may work to 
Britain’s disadvantage, because, whereas 
hitherto a large proportion of America’s 
output of war material has been coming 
jacross the Atlantic, most of it now, 
presumably, will be needed for the armed 
forces of the United States. On the other 
hand, the psychological effect of the new 
situation on public opinion in Germany 
and -taly is likely to be far-reaching. 
Italy, in particular, is bound by intimate 
ties to the United States, and Signor 
Mussolini’s decision to declare war will 
be bound to cause certain misgivings 
among the Italian people. In the case 
of Germany, the people cannot have for- 
gotten that it was America’s entry into 
the war in 1917 that finally turned the 
scale against the Central Powers. No 
doubt, Germany to-day is appreciably 
stronger than she was then; but this time 
it is Herr Hitler who has declared war, 
thereby challenging the whole might of 
the richest and most powerful nation on 
earth. Whether the inclusion of Japan 
and the United States will shorten or 
prolong the war remains to be proved. 
Evidently, Herr Hitler is reckoning with 
a long struggle, if we are to judge by his 
statement that President Roosevelt was 
preparing to attack Germany in 1943; and 
it is eminently possible that the war will 
continue even beyond that date. Virtually 
the entire world is involved now. The 
final issue between democracy and 
‘‘ totalitarianism ” is knit, and there can 
be no turning back. Some miracle may 
occur to prevent the engulfment of 
civilisation in this cataclysmic struggle; 
but the immediate outlook is appalling.

L.D.F, Dances 


District Justice O'Donoghue yesterday 
refused an application for the holding of 
a dance “under the auspices’’ of the 
Edenderry Local Defence Force. It appears 
that, while the hall in guestion is 
licensed for dancing, the local superin- 
tendent of the Civic Guard had requested, 
and had obtained, a stipulation at the last 
licensing sessions that no dances should 
be held during the week before and the 
week after Christmas. The ground of 
opposition is, in the words of the sergeant 
who was called to give evidence, that 
dances in this hall during the Christmas 
period are apt to be conducted “ very 
badly.” According to the Justice, “ the 
people who attend these- dances would 
have drink consumed, and they would be 
bound to kick up rows.” This is a case of 
deep interest to some tens of thousands 
of Irishmen—in short, to every member of 
the L.D.F. The dance’s purpose, accord- 
ing to the solicitor making the applica- 
tion, was to raise funds for the local 
branch, We have no doubt that the 
District Justice’s decision was entirely 
| proper, and that the police witnesses 


purse, among the cheapest in the world, 
If a member of the Local Defence Force, in i 
comparison with a member of the Regular 
Army, is only a part-time soldier, he“ 
certainly costs the State a very great deal 
less. It is surely not unreasonable, or in 
any respect undesirable, that the various 
Districts and Groups should seek by 
all the means in their power to 
increase their resources, and to equip their 
men, for the unpleasant task that 
probably confronts them. Few means are 
available; to ail intents and purposes, 


drives, and of these three the dance is 
by far the most lucrative in a rural area. 
For ourselves, we deplore the necessity. 
We think it unbecoming the dignity and 
self-respect of a military force that it 
should require to augment its resources 
by such means; but the necessity, in the 
present condition of affairs, must be 
admitted. If a unit of the L.D.F. decides 
that certain equipment is essential, and 
if that equipment is not furnished by the 
State, the force has, at least, a right to 
demand that it shall not be debarred from 
any reasonable means by which the money 
can be obtained—that, indeed, the law 
shall stretch a point in its favour. We 
are of a sufficiently realistic mind to 
suggest that the good conduct of a dance 
matters less than the equipment and 
maintenance of an L.D.F. District or 
Group. The L.D.F. is a disciplined 
organisation, which can be trusted to 
maintain all possible decorum at its 
functions; but, where the choice lies 
between some possible measure of disorder 
and the betterment—even on a small 
scale—of the national defences, it ought 
to be easy.

Jam-Jars 


It seems that the vexed question of 
jam-jars has at last been resolved. For 
some months past the housewives of the 
country have been at a loss to know what 
they ought to do when asked by the grocery 
shops to provide an empty jam-jar in 
order to replace the one which they were 
buying. There has been a severe shortage 
of jam-jars, and many shops, in the 
absence of any definite instructions on the 
matter, refused to sell jam unless the 
money was accompanied by an empty jar. 
Logically one would not imagine that such 
a condition could affect the housewife to 
any great extent; for jam-jars can be used 
indefinitely, and it would seem that there 
must be more than sufficient for the needs 
of the nation hidden away in cellars and 
kitchens all over the country. In practice, 
however, things are not so simple. 
Breakages occur very easily and very 
frequently ; jars were given to the beggar- 
men who come around the houses looking 
for any old ‘‘ rags, bottles or bones ’’; and 
the greatest bulk of the surplus jars were 
used for the storing of home-made jam. 
Consequently, the women were reluctant 
to part with their “ empties,’ especially 
since they had received no definite order 
to that effect from authority. From now 
on, however, they can have no further 
doubt on the matter; for the Irish jam 
manufacturers have decided to introduce 
a compulsory order which will make it 
impossible to purchase jam at all unless 
empty jam-pots, or containers correspond- 
ing in size to the amount of the purchase, 
are returned to the retailers. It is a good 
thing that the position at last has been 
made perfectly clear to all; but the new 
order will be a little hard on the house- 
wife who cannot spare any jars for bought 
jam because she wishes to make some jam 
at home as well, especially as it is 
obvious that there must be many people 
in the country with huge supplies of 
empty jam-jars which are put to no more 
vital purposes than the soaking of a couple 
of paint brushes. 


RICHARD PEARSALL 
EXHIBITION 
COLOUR AND STRUCTURE 


HE walls of the little Picture Hire 
+ Gallery in Molesworth street cannot often 

have shone with such splendour of colour 
as they did yesterday, when an exhibition 
of pictures (with some etchings and dry- 
points) by Richard Pearsall—a Dublin artist, 
whose work is better known in London and 
Paris than in his native city—was opened by 
‘the President of the Royal ibernian 
Academy, 

With such gleaming harmonies in scarlet 
and gold as Mr. Pearsall has created in '“' The 
Leaning Stack,” ‘‘ Harvest ” and ‘‘ Tinkers,”’ 
it is difficult not to think of him as primarily 
a colourist; but in ‘‘ Furnes, Sunset,’’ one 
suddenly realises that the noble lines of the 
medieval Belgian church have as much to do 
with the magnificence of the effect as the 
colour harmonies, And then, going back to 
the others, one realises that in all his pictures 
atructure and design play an integral part, 
Those in which the architectural theme is 
directly stated will, however, probably have 
a more immediate appeal, and it is certain 
that, like ‘‘ Furnes, Sunset,’’ a companion 

icture, ‘‘ Furnes Between the Wars,” with 
its two imposing churches, seems like an act 
of homage not only to the Cara of nature, 
to light and the colour harmonies light, 
makes, but also to the age-old, man-made 
glories of a Europe that has only a precarious 
chance of surviving. As a _ colourist Mr. 
Pearsall has affinities with both Wilson Steer 
and Paul Signac, but it must be from the 
Frenchman’s example that he learned that 
classical insistence on structure is an 
essential element in even the most colourful 
pictorial art. 

Mr. Pearsall’s Venetian scenes are not as 
richly experimental as his Belgian studies, 
but if they are calmer, as pictures of the 

lacid city of the lagoons must inevitably 
be, they show a delicate appreciation of the 
variations of light on Venice's canals 
churches and palaces. And an unexpected 
study of “Ban Giorgio in Rain” evoked 
sudden memories of Henry James and “ The 
Wings of the Dove” for at least one visitor 
to Molesworth street. Mr. Pearsall must be 
one of the first painters, as the great 
American was the first novelist, to associate 
Venice with rain. | ,

SYMPHONY CONCERT 


“The Children of Lir,” the last of the 
late Sir Hamilton Hartys important 
orchestral works, was the outstanding feature | 
of the Irish Radio Orchestra symphony 
concert in the Mansion House last night. 
The work is a beautiful piece of programme 
music based on the great Irish saga of the 
Children of Lir, and Harty has brought the 
story to life in his wonderful orchestration. 
The theme, as it moves through strings, wood- 
wind and brass, conveys vividly the wander- 
ing of the swans in their long travail, and 
over all floats the sorrowful song of Finola 
in a haunting obbligato for the soprano 
voice.

IRISHMEN NORTH AND 
SOUTH 
OBVIOUS POINTS OF 
DIFFERENCE 


The great and obvious difference in the 
characteristics of the Northern and Southern 
Irishman are due to two factors—religion 
and climate—said Mr. W. Woods Hill, speak- 
ing at last night’s meeting of the Presby- 
terian Association Literary and Debating 
Society. The whole population of Ireland is 
a mixture of Celtic and, Teutonic. The 
Teutonic strain penetrated into Southern 
Ireland through the Aaglo-Norman invasion 
of the twelfth century under Henry II. The 
Northern chiefs clung tenaciously to their 
freedom, and Henry and his successors had 
to leave them alone. 

For four centuries the. North remained 
under the domination of the Celtic O’Neills 
and their connections. Thus up to the 
sixteenth century the North was the most 
Celtic of all the provinces. 

Having traced the history of the province 
and spoken of the various influxes of peoples 
from Scotland and England to the North, 
Mr. Hill said that the history of Ireland 
was one of the saddest ever written.

DAMAGES FOR LOSS 
OF EMPLOYMENT 


ACTION BY LIMERICK 
CARPENTER 


Damages amounting to £150, with 
costa, were awarded by~Judge Fawsitt 
at Limerick Circuit Court yesterday 
in an action in which Philip Lawlor, 
5 Park View ‘terrace, Limerick, sued 
Frank Kenny, 2 Bowman street, 
Limerick, secretary of the Limerick 
City Guild of Carpenters and Joiners, 
for £300 damages for loss of employ- 
ment. When the case was at hearing 
the plaintiff alleged that the defendant 
had acted wrongfully in preventing him 
from earning wages as a carpenter 
over a specified period. For the de- 
fence it was contended that the plaintiff 
was not a qualified carpenter. 

In the course of his reserved judg- 

ment, Judge Fawsitt said that on the 
evidence submitted to him it would 
appear that the plaintiff, who was 
working on the Killeely housing 
scheme, had been refused a permit to 
continue in his employment on the 13th 
May last by the defendant and the 
members of the City Guild of 
Carpenters and Joiners. 
On the evidence, the Judge held that 
the defendant, the chairman, and at 
least one other member of the Guild, 
acted in combination to injure the 
plaintiff. He knew of no more serious 
damage or injury that cduld be done 
to a man than to deprive him of his 
livelihood. The plaintiff in the case 
was refused a permit which would 
enable him te work as a carpenter on 
the Killeely scheme. He was refused 
that permit, as he (Judge) had found, 
to punish him, or w NÁ to wreak 
vengeance on him for having worked 
during a strike, and thereby deprived 
him of his means of livelihood. He 
was a married man with a family, and, 
to compel him at his age to leave 
Limerick and transfer his home and 
family elsewhere in order to gain a 
livelihood, was an act of vengeance 
out of all proportion to the alleged 
offence.
